very practical advice on the way in which to 

meet life: “Be strong in the Lord, and in the 
strength of his might. Put on the whole armor 
of God, that ye may be able to stand.” 

What is the armor of God, and how may we 
put it on? The armor of God is made up of all 
the qualities that are Godlike. When we express 
Godlike qualities we put on the divine armor, we 
greatly add to our strength, and our life then is 
divinely protected. When we express faith, love, 
truth, joy, peace—qualities that are divine in ori- 
gin—we infold ourself in an armor more potent 
than any material defense. Holding fast to faith 
in God, trusting Him to guide our steps and make 
safe our way will not only take us out of ensnar- 
ing circumstances but will protect us from further 
ones; it will shield us from war, pestilence, op- 
pression, greed, injustice; it will take us through 
the wilderness of depression and across the Red 
Sea of opposition. 

When we express love toward all whom we 
meet we are protected from misunderstanding, criti- 
cism, and failure, for love is the one ingredient 


[ WRITING to the Ephesians Paul gives some 
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above all others that colors life divinely and in- 
spires true success. When we maintain peace within 
the sanctuary of our own mind, we cannot be af- 
fected by any confusion around us. As we express 
honesty and sincerity in all our dealings with 
others we gain a clearer vision of how to approach 
life most perfectly. When we stand fast in our 
faith in God, though the world about us may rock 
and the mountains tremble, we are kept secure 
and untouched, We build for ourselves a durable 
armor, an impenetrable shield of Spirit power as 
we manifest in life those qualities which we desire 
to experience in return. 

Isaiah described in a few words the ideal life we 
each desire: “Every mountain and hill shall be 
made low: and the crooked shall be made straight, 
and the rough places plain.” This is a glorious 
goal! To have every mountain of difficulty laid 
low, every crooked way straightened, every danger 
removed from our path, and every roughness taken 
out of our journey through life! Without exception 
it can be said that everyone is desirous of seeing 
Isaiah’s promise fulfilled in his life. But there are 
many who attempt to bring this about by endeavor- 
ing to change outer conditions or other persons, 
or by running away from them entirely to some 
secluded retreat, instead of fortifying themselves 
by putting on the armor of God, If they now seem 
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unable to meet the issues of life, they desire their 
burdens lessened or eliminated altogether. If they 
are treated unkindly by others, they think that the 
only solution offering happiness is for the unkind 
persons to change their ways or be removed to 
another environment. 

Yet what we really need is greater strength with 
which to meet our experiences. With greater 
strength to meet any difficulty in a masterful way, 
no experience could influence our peace of mind 
or disturb the serenity of our inward happiness. 
No circumstance Or person has power to irritate 
us unless we voluntarily allow it. It is only when 
we react negatively to any experience that we wit- 
ness a sense of annoyance, difficulty, or suffering. 
When we react positively to life, we maintain a 
conquering spirit that is undefeatable. 

Phillips Brooks perceived this truth when he 
said: “Oh, do not pray for easy lives. Pray to be 
stronger men! Do not pray for tasks equal to your 
powers. Pray for powers equal to your tasks.” 

This is the keyword for us, Instead of seeking 
to change everything external to us, let us seek 
to become stronger and more capable of meeting 
the issues of life so that we can no longer be over- 
whelmed or controlled by any experience. The 
final result to us is the same, for a greater strength 
to meet life makes life easier to meet, makes us 
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free from influences that previously may have 
swept us along with every apparent negation. 

In seeking to strengthen ourselves to meet life 
triumphantly we do not overlook the need for 
changes in the outer when present conditions out- 
picture something that obstructs our happiness. 
But as we endeavor to become stronger and less 
affected by externals, we notice a glorious thing: 
as soon as we free ourselves by strength from the 
influence of what may have seemed hurtful, the 
experience quickly takes leave of us. As we learn 
to be unaffected by inharmony, even that which 
seems to provoke it dissolves into obscurity. 

Knowing our need for strength and the source 
from which we shall gain it, let us “pray to be 
stronger men” and for “powers equal to” any con- 
tingency. As we increase the qualities that truly 
armor us, we gain a degree of serenity and con- 
fidence that carries us through any situation, and 
such inner strength that nothing can disturb our 
peace of mind. 

Not only can we armor ourselves with protect- 
ing strength; through our faith in God's power 
we can safeguard and protect those who may 
seem to be in the midst of danger or who face 
fiery trials. We can realize that the presence of 
God surrounds, infolds, and protects them, that 
the love and power of God ever watches over them. 
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Instead of allowing fear and anxiety to rule our 
thinking, we can abide in the conviction that dear 
ones in the midst of danger are clad with invulner- 
able armor and upheld by courage, fortitude, and 
strength. As we thus see them armored by God 
and divinely protected, our vision quickens in them 
a feeling of unity with God, a feeling of perfect 
safety and protection, Our prayer for them not 
only protects them from harm but protects them 
from all fear of danger, and helps them to “put 
on the whole armor of God.”

N THE lives of every one of us who are seek- 
| ing God there may come dark moments of 

indecision, doubt, or fear, when we feel that 
we have lost contact with Him. In a moment of 
human weakness we cry out, “Father, where art 
Thou?” 

Always if we will but hear, there comes from 
within our heart the reassuring response “Here 
I am.” For truly God dwells in every human heart 
as perfect love in process of expression through 
man. 

There is never, nor can there ever be through- 
out eternity, any real separation between God and 
us, Though like the prodigal son we may willfully 
forsake our divine estate and wander aimlessly 
in the “far country” where we come to want, the 
Spirit of our Father is with us always. “In him we 
live, and move, and have our being.” 

Those who continually “practice the presence 
of God” know that sometimes a period of deep 
devotion is followed by a feeling of unrest, In the 
outer world things seem to be at cross-purposes;
